'Students' Body 
Taught World 
Liberty's Price 

Speakers Stress 
Need For Unity 
Among Colleges

"The students of tho University 
of Prague perished that students all 
over the world might know the 
price of freedom." This statement 
was made by Dr. Pavlacek. yester- 
day, at the International Students' 
Day Rally. 

The meaning of International 
Students' Day was first explained 
by Leonard Starkey, who went 
back to November 17, In Czecho- 
slovakia, and recounted the terrible 
story of the martyrdom of students 
of the University of, Prague at the 
hands of the Germans. 

Dr. Pavlacek, in his address to 
the rally, stressed the need of unity 
of purpose and action among stu- 
dents everywhere. "The future of 
the world depends upon the soli- 
darity of nations. The world can- 
not be rebuilt without it," he stat- 
ed. This was the theme of every 
speaker as each one endeavoured 
to show that I.S.S. exists to pro- 
mote unity among the students of 
the world. 

The conditions of the unlversi 
tics in Czechoslovakia today are 
described by Dr. Pavlacek, as being 
very difficult; for not only have the 
youth of the country lost five acad- 
emic years, but educational equip- 
ment Is greatly lacking. 

To fill this need, $50,000 has been 
promised by the English speaking 
universities of Canada. Ted 
Nicholls, acting chairman of the all 
Canadian Conference Committee, 
made this announcement Also ad- 
dressing the rally were Mrs. Hccht, 
representative at the London World 
Youth Conference, and Mr. Boul 
anger from the student council of 
the University of Montreal. 

At the end of the rally the fol 
lowing resolutions were unani- 
mously passed: 

1. Whereas the students in the 
war-devastated countries are in 
dire need of concrete assistance in 
re-establishing themselves In uni' 
versity life. 

We the students of McGill Unl< 
versity gathered at this Internation- 
al Students* Day Rally, request the 
Students' Executive Council to per- 
mit the International Students' Day 
Committee in conjunction with the 
International Students' Service to 
arrange for the adoption by the 
McGill Students of a European or 
Chinese University. 

2. We the students of McGill Uni 
versity, Montreal, Canada, gathered 
at a Rally commemorating Interna- 
tional Students D.iy greet the new- 
ly formed World Federation of 
Democratic Youth and also the In-

A veteran attending university 
may now earn up to S75 a month 
instead of $40 without anything be- 
ing deducted from his government 
living allowance It was announced 
today by W. S. Woods, deputy min^ 
istcr of veterans affairs. 

In speaking of the change Dr. 
James emphasized its Importance 
to married veterans. "Under tho re- 
gulations," he said, "the earnings 
of a veteran student's wife is in- 
cluded In the amount which he 
may earn while still receiving his 
full allowance. Tho Increase now 
allowed will be particularily im* 
portant in such cases." 

AIM OF VETS SOCIETY. 

The McGill Veterans' Society has 
been working for some time to have 
this ; change made and the rccom* 
mendatibn was made by Principal 
James at the last meeting of the 
University Advisory Board of the 
Department of Veterans' Affairs. 

Any decision concerning the in- 
crease in living allowance of 
veterans taking university courses 
has been delayed until the next 
meeting of the University Advisory 
Committee. 

Even more important was the 
decision to recommend to the 
government passage of an order-In- 
council which will allow a veteran 
to fall a supplemental examination 
and still carry on with his uni» 
versity course. 

In the past a veteran who failed 
a supplemental could no longer 
collect his government allowance. 
This regulation Is much more rigid 
than that applying to other Mc- 
Gill students who are allowed to 
carry a 'condition* over into their 
next year. Because of the harsh- 
ness of the government regulations 
McGlll authorities have for some- 
time sought a change.

Out of 17 or so Canadian uni- 
versities, only nine have medical 
schools. These nine, comprising 
some 3,000 medical students, are, 
through their respective Medical 
Undergraduate Societies, members 
of the Canadian Association of 
Medical Students and Internes, 
luiown hereafter for all and sundry 
purposes as C.A.M.S.L; or, to save 
time and space, as CAMSI. 

Now, any other undergraduate 
society can ally itself with all the 
corresponding undergrad societies 
at other Canadian universities, and 
the group can then call itself the 
Canadian Association of Engineer- 
ing, or Arts, or Science, or Com- 
merce, or Architecture, or what- 
have-you, Students. Especially if 
the studies pursued lead to a pro- 
fession. And It is a well-known fact 
that all professions worthy of the 
name have at least one national, 
and even International, organisa- 
tion, for the pursuit of common 
alms, and In order to maintain high 
standards , of practice In their call- 
ing. 

Of none is this more true than 
of the medical profession, for in 
none are high standards more nec- 
essary. Nor are such standards 
maintained by internal, demand 
alone, but by constant public pres- 
sure and surveillance; health and 



disease havo been the subject of 
Innumerable and stringent laws 
in all countries. 
TO CONTINUE . . . ' 

It is quite reasonable, therefore, 
that medical students and Internes, 
not yet having officially been re- 
ceived Into the profession, bnt on 
the other hand having quite def- 
initely— and we might say, Irrevoe* 
ably— taken up their life's work, 
should get together to form a Junior 
edition of the professional body. 
That is the nature of CAMSI; it 
parallels the Canadian Medical As- 
locution, to which almost all Cana- 
dian doctors belong. 

Naturally. CAMSI's concern is 
mostly with problems of learning, 
with clinical and pre-clinlcal stud- 
ies. Those problems include possi- 
ble improvements in methods of 
teaching, as well as financial and 
extra-curricular difficulties of con- 
cern to the medical student They 
Include also the sources from which 
Canadian medical schools draw 
their students; and an investigation 
into the best ways of training tho 
best possible young men and wo- 
men to become a group of doctors 
worthy of their calling. It is in this 
way that CAlvISI can serve a public 
purpose, aiid it is for this reason 
that CAMSI's structure and func- 
tion will be discussed regularly in 
this column . , « for meds and 
others.- H.AJI. .

The National 
Confcrmcr. of that body will be held in iUon<- 
rcttl bctuccn Christmas and New Year.

■present editorial deals with the last of the four 
topics suggested for discussion at pre-confer- 
encc student-panels b;i the Students' Council's 
committee on iyFCUS— National Unity.) 

When an organization such as NFCUS, re- 
presenting university students from coast to 
coast iiolds a national conference, when one of 
the topics suKi^cstcd for discussion is marlcod: 
"National Unity," one realizes once again, that 
this question of national unity is really some- 
what of a problem in Canada. One realizes, 
too, that there arc some students who arc 
desirous of immediate action to alleviate the 
present situation. Tiiinlcing about this ques- 
tion, the first problem that has to be answered 
is of course, what constitutes the problem in 
Canada? 

At first blush the answer seems simple: 
obviously Canada is made u|) of two racial 
groups, the Krciich iiml tlic Englisli, and botii 
arc striving for tlicir own ends, both are eager 
to dominate at least part of tliis countrj' so- 
cially and politically, and neither group is par- 
ticularly eager to give up anything in the in- 
terests of closer co-operation. In answer to tliis 
problem it would be very easy for us to preach 
editorially that such a state of affaii-s is "de- 
plorable," that it "does not augur well for the 
future" and that "wc mtist unite to face the 
future." But is it as easy as all that? TIk; re- 
cent ujirnar about tiic government's decision to 
deport Canadians of Japanese origin, the wide- 
spread discrimination against the .lews in this 
country, tlic native distrust of many a Can- 
adian of anything that has the flavor of for- 
eign origin, all these undisputablc facts show 
that the lack of national unity in Canada can 
never bo eradicated by a series of high-sound- 
ing phrases. 

What is national unity? Is it the hysterical 
belief of a nation in its leaders, the blind devo- 
tion to a flag and all it stands for, and the 
abandoned cry for war when the beloved col- 
lective ego is injured? Or is it a sincere desire 
on the part of a group of people politically de- 
fined as a nation to put away prejudices, all 
prejudices— those that make men call their 
neighbors dirty this or dirty that, as well as 
those that make men think: my country comes 
first, then there shall be n long pause, and then 
come all the other countries of the world— in 
the interests of a free and harmonious national 
life? We subscribe to the latter point of view. 

Only if a country can do away with its self- 
consciouBncss-— and wo liave plenty of that in 
Canada, or this editorial would never have been 
writtcn-^nly then can it occupy a useful place 
in H family of nations. If a country constantly 
feels the knawing of internal strife brought on 
by prejudice and hatred, it is natural that it 
roust riso in rightcouBDcss before the court of 
justice set up by huamnity to proclaim that it 
has reached the apex of transquillity in national 
life, that it deserves special attention because 
of that fact, that hitherto it has been neglected 
by a sinful, thoughtless world . . . such aro the 
causes of war; bloody witness ii bom to this 
by the countless graves that cover the fields of 
Europe— graves dug in answer to Germany's cry 
for recognition and Lcbensraum. 

National unity spells international under- 
htandinu', if that unity is based on the principles 
of Christian and Human dnceiicy and not on 
blinrl devotion and hysteria. National unity 
spells pro.spcrity and peace if it has grown with 
the good-will of man as a guard and not an 
armv nf millions as a shield. 
■■ To achieve such a state, men must realise 
that they can nfver build a barricade of pre-

Jam Session 
and Jazz

The first Jazz Concert of the season was held 
Monday night al His Majesty's Theatre before a 
medium-sized audience consisting mainly of 'teen 
agers. 

Undoubtedly* Jack Butler, on trumpet, presented 
the finest performance of the group, which included 
Danny Alvln, drums; Sandy Williams, trombone; 
Milt .Mczzrow, clarinet; and Sammy Price, piano. 
Butler, though a little on the showy side, played 
some very fine Jazz, and when his virtuouslty lack- 
ed novelty it was apparent that he was at least 
sincere, much to the gratification of the few who 
were able to understand what he was trying to put 
across. 

Danny Alvln was more than adequate in back- 
ing up the various soloists and in turn came through 
with some fair solo work. Sandy Williams tried 
hard and shone mainly on medium-tempo numbers. 
Sammy Price, a second-rate boogie woogie pianist, 
pl.iyed competent rhythm but rather poor solos dur- 
ing the evening. 

With reference to the man with the clarinet— 
Milton "Mezz" Mezzrow— this gentleman showed that 
New Orleans clarinet (if he was playing N.O. style) 
consisted mostly 'of faking, which can be heard "ad 
nauseam" at vaudeville shows. He played three good 
solos during the performance and faked his way 
through the rest of his attempts; rather poor faking 
at that. Perhaps he felt encouraged by the swooning 
of the hep children in the second balcony as he 
tilted his weapon heavenwards and held a note for 
twelve bars or doted on a three-note riff for six 
consecutive choruses. 

. It must be said, though, that the five musicians 
did their best to entertain the audience to whom 
they were playitig. From' the critic's point of view. 
Jazz is not meant to be played in a concert hall by 
men of the calibre of those who were heard Mon- 
day night. The same group in their accustomed sur- 
roundings would probably succeed in presenting a 
far better performance. / ' ^ 

judiccs to save their po.ssessions, for the inevi- 
table result will be a barricade of corpses in 
defence of their prejudices. Instead, men every- 
where must cast away that terrible wall of 
loathing and fear and extend a sincere and 
friendly hand to all men, no matter what their 
race, creed or color may be. To achieve this 
the Colonel lidimps of the world — and wc arc 
all Blimps in our own little way — must swallow 
the Pharisaical righteousness which sends us 
spluttering into the world using a Jittic or a 
tremendous prejudice as an outljoard motor. 
Such are the problems facing those who would 
foster National Unity. 

Tiie second problem that ariecs in discussing 
this question from the point of view of Univer- 
Hity students is; what can wc, and in particular 
a body such as NFCUS do to bring about a 
solution of this problem? 

Here the answer is nearer al hand. Both 
French and English Universities will be repre- 
sented at the NFCUS conference; beyond that 
there arc students of many creeds, colors and 
origins at Canadian Universities. Students arc 
either going to be the spluttering Colonel 
Blimps of tomorrow or the fathers and mothers 
of the citizens of the world for ever and ever. 
A gathering of the representatives of all the in- 
stitutions harboring all these potential powers 
can achieve more than the wildest -dream 
could ever paint. 

There isn't even a 'need fur n lot of com- 
mittees or a aeries of sixty-page singlc-s'i)nced 
type-written reports. But there is a need for a 
spirit of universal fraternity, for action to 
facilitate exchange scholarships not only on an 
international basis, but right hero in Canada. 
Action, experiences, opportunities to get to 
know "the other fellow"— these aro the tools 
for the job of breaking down our barricades of 
prejudice. Plans must be implemented immed- 
iately to allow students from coast to coast to 
become acquainted with each other, to allow 
them to discuss their problems with those who 
"create" them. Students should be given an 
opportunity to visit each other in largo groups 
so that the spirit of friendship will really grow. 
And last but certainly not least, even without 
visits of goodwill and scholarships, NFCUS 
should sponsor thraughoiit the year educational 
and study groups at whiish those who know the 
problems in the way of national unity in Can- 
ada can help expalin them, and those who arc 
the problems can prove them to be unwarranted 
or easy to solve. 

Today wc have little or no real unity in 
Canada. The problem is ui-gent and can be 
settled. Wc pray in all siriccrity, that those who 
will meet here in December will be enlightened 
and strong, for cniiglitcncd and strong men are 
needed to do the job. And it must be done, for 
time is short and wors kill prejudiced and un- 
prejudiced alike! 



The Dolly Meets 

DB. FRANTISEK PAVLESEK

"Canada Is a country which 
makes a man coming from Europe 
dizzy, by her .vastness, by her im- 
mense possibilities,, and by her re- 
latively small population." So said 
Dr. Frantlsek Pavlasek. Czechoslo- 
vaklan Minister to Canada, in an 
interview with the Dally last night. 

Dr. Pavlasek, who immediately 
gives one the impression of 
friendliness bnd amiability, is a 
graduate of Charles University in 
Prague, where he studied both law 
and philosophy. He came to Can- 
ada In 1934, as Consui-Gcneral, and 
in 1912 he was promoted to his pre- 
sent position. Here he found "a 
magnificent shelter in the darkest 
years of history." His two children, 
Marie and Thomas, grew up in 
Canada, and both attended McGlll. 

"At present, news from Czechos- 
lovakia is very heartening." A 
friend of Dr. Pavlasek, lately come 
over from their country, tells him 
that the most beautiful aspect there 
is the spirit of the people. Intent 
on reconstruction, they arc show- 
ins a tremendous devotion to their 
work, despite the lack of food, 
clothing, homes, and other nec- 
essities. .The students in Prague, 
especially, have neither equipment 
nor books. These were looted, 
pillaged, and destroyed by the Ger- 
mans. But they do have enthusiasm, 
lor they have learned well the 
meaning of education. 

In rebuilding pauperized Czecho- 
slovakia, there are two very im- 
portant tasks, we arc told. One is 
the transfer of German cillzens of 
Czecho.slovnkla to Germany. This is 
necessary because 00 per cent, of 
these betrayed their country, and 
therefore can no longer be accepted 
as citizens. The other task is that 
of widening the political democracy 
into the sphere of economic and 
social life. For the latter purpose, 
social reform is necessary. The 
state has taken control of private 
enterprise, compensating all own- 
ers, except for those . who com- 
mitted war crimes. 



"This stale administrailon Is 
necessary for the Inner develop- 
ment of the country. Nationalization 
of heavy industry, however, must 
be done with no consequence to 
the political freedom of the indl- 
viduaL" 

In Masaryk's country, at present, 
there is a humanitarian and demo- 
cratic outlook. The highest ' belief 
is that of personal dignity for each 
individual. The people have full 
political freedom. 

There arc four political parties 
now. Dr. Pavlasek sold. Since the 
needs of the country require a 
united front, these parties have 
formed a coalition. The parties, 
which arc approximately equal in 
power, are the Social Democrats, 
the Czech Socialists, the Conserva- 
tives, and the Communists. 

At the beginning of the war, the 
Germans took Czechoslovakia, and 
they took away the armaments in 
that country, leaving the people 
with "bare hands, but great moral 
power." When the Allies supplied 
them with arms, they began to 
fight. But "it was the most cruel 
form of war." The people were not 
recognized by the Axis powers as 
an army, anS they, their towns, and 
thqlr communities were destroyed, 
when they fell Into the hands of 
the Germans. 

Abroad, on the Western Front, 
Czech boys, who had escaped, or 
ganized their own air force. In the 
Battle of Great Britain, half of 
their pilots perished. They also 
built an army unit which later 
fought under the command of the 
Canadion army. On the Eostern 
Front, to which escape was easier, 
a few Czech divisions were formed 
These were organized and armed 
by the Red Army. Here also there 
were considerable losses. 
• Dr. Pavlasek remarked on the 
"enormous contribution o( Canada 
in the war. The generous and en- 
lightened spirit of her outlook 
makes other peoples grateful and 
devoted to Canada."

Niiie Concerti iii One Season 



It must be the vitamins in Cal- 
ifornia. 

Isaac Stern, the young Cailfor- 
nian violinist, played no less than 
nine concerti in the course of one 
single concert season. Each con- 
certo was played with a different 
symphony orchestra. No wonder 
that many critics have acclaimed 
Mr. Stern as "one of the greatest 
of contemporary violinists." 

Any musician, in fact, every 
music lover, can guess what it 
means to be prepared to play so 
many concert! all at once. Added 
to this feat, Mr. Stern kept practic- 
ed and rehearsed, several alternate 
programs for straight violin con- 
certs without orchestra. 

With the San Francisco Orch- 
estra, he played the Beethoven 
concerto in D Major, " A great re- 
ception . . . beautiful" wrote critic 
Alexander Fried. In Minneapolis 
Isaac Stern played Mendelssohn. 
"Stern performed the concerto as 
if he made it, owned It, and had 
lived with it for years," said critic 
John Sherman, of the Star Journal. 

"St. Louis was forced to find a 
niche for Isaac Stern in its hall of 
great violinists", wrote Harry 
Ourkc, In the Globe-Democrat, af- 
ter hearing him perform the 
Brahms concerto. 

In Montreal Stern played tl)c 
Tchaikowsky concerto, . in Evans- 
villc, the Wientawski; in 'Des Moi- 
nes, Lalo's Symphonic Espagnole. 

In Chicago, with two appearances 
with the Chicago Symphony, three 
days apart, he played first the Pa- 
ganini D Major, and then tht Szy- 
manowski. Finally, he and his ac- 
companist Alexander Zakin, per- 
formed a program of sonatas for a 
serious group of chamber music 
lovers at Northwestern University. 

That made eight concerts. To 
finish the season. Stern agreed to 
play the Sibelius concerto with the 
New York Philarmonic, on a net- 
work- broadcast But a South Pa- 
cific USO tour intervened, and he 
practised the Sibelius on the land- 



ing beach al Guadalcanal, with a 
wrecked Japanese landing barge 
beside him for inspiration. 

It must be the vitamins, for the 
irrepressible young San Franciscan, 
whose tours now spill over from 
one season to the next, without 
respite, squeezed still another USO 
trip into the late Summer, before 
his concert season began. That was 
last year. This ycor he made a 
12,000 mile trip to the lonely 
weather stations in Northern Can- 
ada, Greenland 'and Iceland, re- 
turning in time to begin the cur- 
rent coast to coast concert itinerary 
arranged for him by manager 
Hurok. 

McGlll will hear Isaac Stem, in 
the second University Concert, on 
Monday December 3 at 8.30 in the 
RVC Gymnasium.

house and to Instal additional boil- 
ers. The new powerhouse Is al- 
ready under construction, and one 
boiler was added at the end of the 
summer. 

In addition to city campus 
changes, plans have also been com- 
pleted for the enlargement of the 
Agricultural Engineering Building 
and the College Dairy at Macdon- 
ald College. 

The internal reconstruction of 
the Neurological Institute to aug- 
ment facilities for the care of pa- 
tients and for scientific research 
already accomplished. The Dom' 
Inion Government has given to the 
University the nutrition laboratory 
developed by the R.C.A.F. In th* 
Biology Building. 

Additional residences for women 
must also be undertaken, according 
to the Principal, since at the end 
of the coming session, McGill may 
have to give up Strathcona Hall, 
which was leased for the duration 
of tho war. 

For probably the last year, the 
report includes a section on the ef 
feet of the war. Total McGill en 
llstment in the two world wars 
was 8,477 (3,059 for 1914-18, and 5, 
418 for 1939-45). Military honors 
won by McGill men and women in 
the second World War totalled 397, 
and the total of all honors and 
awards, military and civil, was 423. 

No mention is made in the re- 
port of possible enlargements in 
the Arts Building or the Students 
Union, both of which have become 
inadequate to serve the needs of 
their u-sers. 

A special committee ha.'; been 
formed "to obtain the maximum use 
of the available space to ensure 
that new buildings... will not in 
terfere with the expansion of par- 
ticular departments at some future 
date, and to preserve the ameni 
ties of the campus." 

The responsibility of the Domin 
ion Government and of Canadian 
Universities for development of 
greater facilities for graduate study 
and research within the Dominion 
is stressed by the principal.
